Notes  from  The  Director's  Office 


On  the  second  floor  of  the  Nurses 
Residence,  the  walls  of  the  corridor  are 
lined  with  photographs  of  the  classes 
which  have  been  graduated  from  the 
School  of  Nursing  since  its  inception 
in  1877. 

During  its  lifetime  the  School  has 
witnessed  many  progressive  changes  in 
nursing  education  and  practice.  These 
have  occurred  as  the  accompaniment  of 
important  advances  in  medical  science 
and  practice. 

The  nursing  graduate  of  73  years 
ago,  pictured  with  her  three  or  four 
classmates  in  the  voluminous  clothing 
of  the  Victorian  era,  had  undergone  a 
relatively  simple  course  of  training  di- 
rected mainly  toward  insuring  the  basic 
physical  necessities  and  comforts  of  her 
patients  in  an  environment  of  sympathet- 
ic understanding  and  security.  In  con- 
trast, the  graduate  of  recent  years,  photo- 
graphed with  her  numerous  contem- 
poraries in  the  simple,  white  crisply- 
starched  uniform  of  today,  is  the  prod- 
uct of  an  extended  period  of  preliminary 
training  in  the  basic  medical  sciences 
as  well  as  in  the  nursing  arts  and  sci- 
ences, fundamental  psychology,  human 
relations,  administration  and  leadership 
of  the  nursing  team. 


Time  and  progress  have  wrought 
many  changes  in  the  training  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  nursing  graduate 
as  well  as  in  her  distinctive  garb.  Never- 
theless, the  photographs  reveal  signifi- 
cantly that  time  has  effected  no  change 
in  the  character  and  temperament  of  the 
young  women  who  have  chosen  for  their 
life's  work  this  honored  profession  of 
service  to  the  sick.  The  faces  of  the 
graduates  of  today  and  of  vesterday,  as 
reflected  in  their  photographs,  reveal 
the  same  warm  kindliness  and  under- 
standing, the  same  dignity  and  pride  of 
profession,  the  same  forbearance  and 
dedication  that  has  characterized  the  pro- 
fession from  its  beginning. 

To  Dean  Virginia  M.  Dunbar  and  her 
distinguished  Faculty  go  our  warmest 
congratulations  and  best  wishes  on  the 
occasion  of  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
and  the  tenth  anniversary  of  its  estab- 
lishment as  a  University  school.  May  the 
years  that  lie  ahead  yield  progress  and 
fulfillment  in  ample  measure!

Dr.  Pratt  Elected 
Hospital  Assn.  Prexy 

Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  director  of  The 
New  York  Hospital,  has  been  elected 
president  of  the  Greater  New  York  Hos- 
pital Association.  The  Association  is  a 
non-profit  organization  to  promote  the 
work  of  the  hospitals  of  New  York  and 
to  develop  cooperative  relations  with 
allied  professional,  governmental  and 
other  groups.  Dr.  Pratt  was  installed  at 
the  organization's  annual  dinner  on 
May  15  in  the  Roosevelt  Hotel. 

In  his  newly  elected  capacity.  Dr.  Pratt 
participated  in  a  City  Hall  ceremony  on 
May  12  with  Dr.  Marcus  D.  Kogel.  Com- 
missioner of  Hospitals  at  which  Mayor 
Impellitteri  proclaimed  the  opening  of 
Hospital  Week.  In  connection  with  this 
same  observance,  our  director  made  his 
television  debut  the  next  day  on  the 
"Stork  Club"  program  in  which  he  dis- 
cussed nurse  recruitment.

Separate  Heads 
Slated  For  Nursing 
School,  Service 

Separation  of  the  positions  of  Dean  of 
the  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospi- 
tal School  of  Nursing  and  Director  of 
the  Nursing  Service  has  been  announced 
by  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  President 
of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board,  speak- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  President  of  Cornell 
L  niversit)  and  the  President  of  The 
Society  of  the  Hospital. 

The  action,  effective  July  1,  was  taken 
i)y  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  Society. 

Miss  Virginia  M.  Dunbar,  who  has 
held  the  joint  appointment  of  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Nursing  and  Director  of 
the  Nursing  Service  since  1946.  will  de- 
vote full-time  to  her  position  as  head  of 
the  School. 

Miss  Muriel  Carbery.  appointed  Asso- 
ciate Director  of  the  Nursing  Service  in 
19.51.  will  become  Director  of  the  Nurs- 
ing Service. 

Faculty  of  the  School  and  staff  mem- 
bers of  the  Nursing  Service  will  continue 
to  hold  joint  appointments  with  the 
University  and  Hospital. 

In  announcing  the  change.  Dr.  Bayne- 
Jones  termed  the  move  "appropriate  for 
this  time,  when  the  School  is  developing 
so  notably  and  is  in  the  year  of  celebra- 
tion of  its  7.5th  anniversary  and  its  tenth 
as  a  University  school." 

Hospital  Inaugurates 
Chaplaincy  Service 

A  three-day-a-week  Chaplaincy  Service 
was  inaugurated  at  the  Hospital  on 
June  3.  which  makes  the  services  of  a 
Protestant  minister,  rabbi  and  Catholic 
priest  available  to  patients  on  Tuesdays. 
Wednesdays  and  Thursdays  from  9:30 
A.M.  to  1  P.M.  and  at  other  times  by 
special  appointment.  Previously,  chap- 
lains visited  the  Hospital  on  specific 
requests  from  patients. 

The  service  has  been  instituted  in  co- 
operation with  the  Protestant  Church 
Council,  the  New  \ork  Board  of  Rabbis 
and  the  Catholic  Archdiocese  of  N.  Y. 

The  Hospital  is  also  continuing  its 
service  of  contacting  the  patient's  own 
clergyman  should  he  wish  it. 


Alumnae  Return 
Nursing  School's 

Seventy-five  years  of  nursing  educa- 
tion will  be  recalled  today  (June  12) 
when  alumnae,  faculty,  students  and 
guests  of  the  Cornell  University-New 
York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  meet 
to  observe  the  75th  anniversary  of  the 
School. 

The  day  is  set  aside  for  the  formal 
celebration  of  the  event,  with  all  of 
1952  designated  as  the  75th  anniversary 
year.  The  year  also  commemorates  the 
10th  anniversary  of  the  School  of  Nurs- 
ing as  a  School  in  Cornell  University.

One  of  the  first  things  that  anyone 
coming  into  The  New  York  Hospital  for 
the  first  time  is  most  apt  to  comment 
on  is  the  presence  of  paintings  and  other 
decorations  on  its  walls. 

Where  did  they  come  from  — •  these 
paintings  in  the  clinics'  waiting  and 
interviewing  rooms,  doctors'  offices, 
laboratories,  solaria,  elevator  areas  and 
offices?  Perhaps  you  yourself  have  won- 
dered. Well,  here's  the  story: 

The  collection  was  begun  six  years 
ago  under  the  leadership  of  Willard  S. 
Simpkins.  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors.  It  now  numbers  about  850 
paintings,  the  majority  "originals",  hung 
both  here  and  at  Westchester  Division. 
Mr.  Simpkins,  chairman  of  the  art  com- 
mittee of  eleven  who  select  the  pictures, 
explains  that  experience  has  taught  that 
only  certain  types  of  reproductions 
"wear  well." 

The  paintings  represent  the  work  of 
serious  contemporary  artists,  both 
American  and  foreign.  Among  the  artists 
represented  are  John  Pike,  Adolf  Dehn, 
A.  M.  Guerin,  George  Constant,  Karl 


Zerbe,  Wing  Howard,  Alex  Bower,  John 
Groth,  Sperry  Andrews.  Antonio 
Salenmie.  John  Hulse.  John  Lavalle, 
and  others.  There  are  several  paintings 
by  Mrs.  Martha  Salemme,  a  nurse  who 
has  been  on  our  staff  from  time  to  time. 
Several  original  drawings  by  Ludwig 
Bemelmans  from  a  book  for  children  — 
a  gift  from  an  interested  friend  of  the 
Hospital  —  are  hung  in  the  Pediatric 
Department.  In  addition,  there  are 
murals  in  many  areas  of  the  Hospital 
such  as  the  Out-Patient  Department  wait- 
ing room,  the  Well  Baby  Clinic  and 
lobbies. 

The  present  art  committee,  which  has 
been  in  existence  since  the  first  of  this 
year  as  a  standing  committee  of  the 
Hospital's  Board  of  Governors,  also  in- 
cludes Mrs.  Vincent  Astor.  A.  Conger 
Goodyear  and  Mrs.  Nathaniel  P.  Hill, 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors; 
Mrs.  Joseph  H.  Moran.  II:  Laurence  G. 
Payson,  secretary-treasurer  of  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital; 
Dr.  Henry  N.  Pratt,  director  of  the

Hospital;  John  Walker,  chief  curator 
of  the  National  Gallery  of  Art,  Wash- 
ington. D.  C. :  Ralph  T.  Walker,  archi- 
tect: Mrs.  George  Henry  Warren  and 
John  Hay  Whitney,  president  of  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital.  Many 
of  these  people  are  collectors  in  their 
own  right.  Mrs.  Astor  is  a  trustee  of 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art: 
Mr.  Whitney  is  chairman  of  the  board 
of  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  and 
Mrs.  Warren  is  a  former  board  member 
of  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art. 

The  committee  meets  monthly,  many 
of  the  members  shopping  around  be- 
tween meetings  and  forwarding  their 
selections  for  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mittee at  these  monthly  sessions. 

Funds  for  the  pictures  are  provided 
anonymously.  There  have  been  some 
paintings  given  to  the  Hospital  by  col- 
lectors and  artists,  with  the  art  com- 
mittee reserving  the  right  to  decide  on 
the  suitability  of  each  gift.  The  collec- 
tion was  actually  begun  with  an  initial 
gift  of  nine  paintings  from  Miss  Edith 
Wetmore  of  New  York,  a  well-known 
collector.  The  latest  gift  is  a  group  of 
about  50  paintings  by  members  of  the 
Society  of  Illustrators  presented  to  the 
Hospital  earlier  this  month  following 
an  exhibit  in  the  Society's  galleries. 

The  committee  tries  to  pick  warm  and 
pleasant  subjects.  It  avoids  extremes  of 
technique,  either  modern  or  classical, 
in  order  to  achieve  the  widest  popular 
appeal.  Color,  movement  and  perspective 
and  composition  are  important  factors 
in  choice.  Favorite  subjects  are  land- 
scapes, street  scenes  and  seascapes.  Still 
lifes  and  pictures  dominated  by  single 
figures  are  not  good  as  a  rule.  With 
the  "liberal  education"  in  art  that  the 
Hospital  staff  has  been  receiving,  the 
committee  is  now  able  to  be  somewhat 
less  conservative  in  its  selections  than  in 
former  years. 

The  most  popular  medium  is  water 
color,  although  there  are  a  fair  number 
of  oils  and  a  few  etchings.  Being  less 
expensive  than  oils,  this  predominance 
of  water  colors  has  been  a  necessary 
result  of  the  increasing  demand  for 
pictures  that  has  been  created.  Etchings 
lack  color  and  are  not  as  effective  in 
general  except  in  private  offices,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Simpkins. 

Distribution  of  the  paintings  is  on 
the  basis  of  individual  taste.  A  change 


of  personnel  in  an  office  may  mean  a 
change  of  pictures,  for  the  art  committee 
is  insistent  that  no  one  retain  a  picture 
he  or  she  cannot  enjoy.  By  the  same 
token,  as  you  have  probably  noticed,  an 
office  often  contains  pictures  as  varied 
as  a  Vermont  landscape  and  a  Paris 
street  scene  because  of  the  different  taste 
of  those  who  work  together. 

Everyone  here  can  vouch  for  the  fact 
that  the  pictures  are  real  "conversation 


pieces."  People  waiting  in  the  lobby  will 
put  their  heads  into  nearby  offices  and 
offer  comment;  co-workers  frequently 
indulge  in  criticism;  out-patients  wait- 
ing on  clinic  benches  will  stroll  up  and 
down  the  corridor  leading  to  the  exam- 
ining rooms  and  study  the  paintings. 

"But  best  of  all,"  Mr.  Simpkins  says, 
"it  has  been  found  that  the  pictures  are 
of  therapeutic  value  to  the  patients."

The  75-year  history  of  the  Cornell 
University-New  York  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing,  commemorating  the  anniver- 
sary and  written  by  Mrs.  Helena 
("Jainie")  Jordan,  formerly  of  the 
Public  Relations  staff,  is  to  be  dis- 
tributed today. 
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Charter  Day  Speaker  Predicts 
Next  20  Yrs.  In  Medicine  At  Center 


The  next  twenty  years  in  medical  his- 
tory at  this  Center  will  be  marked  parti- 
cularly by  advances  in  '"comprehensive 
medicine  "  —  the  study  of  the  individual 
as  a  whole  and  in  relation  to  his  family 
and  his  environment.  Dr.  Lester  J. 
Evans,  executive  associate  of  The  Com- 
monwealth Fund  predicted,  speaking  at 
lolst  anniversary  Charter  Day  exercises 
of  the  Hospital  held  May  8  in  the  audi- 
torium of  the  Nurses'  Residence.  Dr. 
Evans  shared  the  speakers'  platform  with 
Mrs.  August  Belmont,  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  Cornell  L  niversity-New  York 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  who  spoke 
on  "Nurses  and  Nursing  Today"  on 
the  occasion  of  the  75th  anniversary  of 
the  school.  John  Hay  Whitney,  president 
of  the  Board  of  Governors,  presided. 

Explaining  the  program  of  compre- 
hensive medical  care  and  teaching  at 
the  Center  which  was  instituted  last 
July  under  a  grant  from  The  Common- 
wealth Fund.  Dr.  Evans  said: 

"The  idea  is  always  to  keep  the  pati- 
ent sharply  in  view  in  order  that  the 
services  rendered  to  him  can  be  com- 
plete and  can  extend  through  time.  Or, 
stated  in  other  words,  that  the  facilities 
of  your  institution  will  be  made  avail- 
able to  him  day  in  and  day  out,  whether 
ill  or  well.  Also  that  he  be  dealt  with 
as  a  member  of  a  family  group,  and 
further,  with  the  full  recognition  that 
his  family  is  a  part  of  this  community." 

He  asserted  that  "little  can  be  accom- 
plished in  the  practice  of  comprehensive 
medicine  if  we  continue  to  look  only 
at  parts  of  the  patient  and  those  parts 
on  separate  floors  and  wings  of  the 
building  without  some  means  of  bring- 
ing about  a  natural  and  smoothly  func- 
tioning coordination." 

Praising  this  institution  as  a  "pace 
setter  through  its  service  and  research." 
Dr.  Evans  emphasized  that  this  inte- 
gration and  coordination  of  activities  in 
the  interests  of  the  whole  person  '"must 
be  brought  about  without  destroying  the 
excellence  of  anything  we  now  have." 

As  the  plan  develops,  Dr.  Evans  said, 
it  will  require  continuity  —  in  service 
to  the  patient,  in  observation  and  study, 
in  the  relationship  between  the  patient, 
his  physician,  the  student  and  other 
health  workers.  In  this  connection,  he 


explained,  the  senior  year  clerkship  in 
the  Medical  School  has  been  rearranged 
to  include  six  months  of  continuous 
clerkship  in  which  the  students  will  take 
care  of  the  same  patients,  following  them 
from  the  home  into  the  clinic  and  hos- 
pital and  back  as  there  is  need. 

Mrs.  Belmont,  who  recalled  many  of 
the  illustrious  graduates  of  our  School 
of  Nursing  whom  she  had  personally 
known,  declared  that  today  was  "a  gold- 
en age  of  nursing  where  training  and 
opportunity  are  concerned." 

"We  are  discovering  that  nurses  are 
people:  in  fact,  they  are  V.I.P.'s," 
she  remarked.  She  declared  that  nursing 
is  of  such  real  importance  to  society  that 
nursing  education  should  be  "subsidized 
by  gifts  from  individuals,  corporations 
and/or  by  state  governments." 

Only  $305  To  Go 
For  Greater  N.  Y.  Fund 

As  THE  PULSE  goes  to  press,  1,782 
members  of  the  Center  staff  have  con- 
tributed S2.694.84  to  The  Greater  New 
^  ork  Fund  s  1952  Campaign.  This 
brings  us  to  within  $305  of  our  goal  of  at 
least  S.S.OOO  in  this  drive  for  funds  to 
aid  us  and  422  other  health  and  welfare 
agencies  in  the  city.
